It has been won by
the revisionists, bot their triumph is shorn
1o s great degree of the [ruits of victory.
Thev have achieved their object in securing
revision, but thev buve secured it under re-
strictions which in some respects ‘miliﬁu
this result.

The Commiltee on Revision whose ap-
pointment is secured is limited to lioes
which curtail changes greatty desired by
the ultra revisionists, but not by all

us on to-duy the time occupied by the busi-
ness which tcok precedence of the all-ab-
sorbing inpic was manilestly grudged by
the Auengly, although in this case an aa-
dress by the wvenerable Dr. MeCosh ona
subject ordinarily had at heart, formed part
o! the preliminary procoedings.

CHAIRMAY OF THE COMMITTEE SPEAKS.

There was a palpable expression of relief
when thess were concluded, and the Rev,
Dr. Erskine, Chairman of the Committes
of Seyen, to which had been confided the
three propoxitions of Prof, MeCracken, Dr,
Patten and Elder Day, in respect to the ap-
pointment of a revision committes, mounted
the plnt!ortn. After announcing the pleas-
ure it gave him to present the report the
commitiee had prepared, he sketobed the
prooees of its preparation. Each member of
the commiitee, he said, lirst made onts
statement of his individoal views, which he
subwmitted to th- rest. Alter mutually
considering these several statemonts, the
committee men compared the propositions
of Dra. MeCOracken and Patton, and Eider
Day section by section.

Aftern thorough comparison they con-
sideved the alterations and eliminations
proposed and finally came to an unanimous
agreement as to every section of the report
he was mbout to present. He hoped the
Geveral Assembly would be equally
unanimous and adopt it withouta dissent-
ing voice. Dr. Erskine then read the re
port, which is as follows:

the General Assembly of 1801, such aiterations
anfl amendments to the Conlession of Faith,
as in thelr judgment may ve deomed desiratle,

Becond—This Committee on Revision shall
meet &t the call of a temporary chalrman, to
be named by the Moderator, and sball, npon
meeting, appoint their own permanent chair-
man, and shall bave power to nll vacancies,

Third—This commities in Justructed to meet
at an early date, not later than Oetaber 81, 1800,
and dilizently pursue fts work, that it may
promptly report at the mecting of the General
Assembiy of 1501,

Resolved, That this Commirtee on Revision
beand bereby are instructed that they shiall
not propose any alterations Or amesdments
that will in any way impair the integrity of the
Reformed or Calvinistic svstem of docirine
taught in the Confession of Fuith,

Negotiations With Africa Are Issued
by Lord Salisbary,

BUT GERMANY DOES NOT AGREE,

The Emperor’s Actions Suggest That He is
Practicing Policy.

A 600D SHOW FOR THE ARMY BILL.

The Gevernment Wants 500,000,000 Marks for Mililary
Tarposes.

Germany’s negotiations with England con-
cerning certain territories in Africa are sud-
denly suspended through the orders of the
British Prime Minister. This leaves the
matter & bone of contention between the two
nations, The Emperor celebraies Queen
Victoria's birthday.

BERLIN, May 24.—The negotiations with
England conoernipe territory in Africa had
almost reached the'point of an exchange of
& protocol, coneeding to Germany a sphere
of infinence extending from the east coast
to the Congo free Btate, when Lord Salis-
bury, the British Prime Minister, sent his
envoy, Sir Percy Andemon, emphatie or-
ders to suspend communications and await
instructions,

Since then Bir Edward Malet, the Brit-
ish Ambassador at Berlin, bas intimated
that the negotiations will ouly be resumed
on the basis of a recoguition by Germany of
English rights on the west coast of Lake
Tanganyiki and the territories north of
Tangauyiki, inclading Uganda. The for-
eign office here interprets the changed stti-
tude of Lord Salisbury to the publie clamor
in England over the threatened disposition
of the English from the territories conncct-
ing the British Empire in Sonth Africa
with the sources of the Nile, Whatever is
Lord Salisbury's motive, it has evoked an
energetic protest from Chancellor von Cap-
rivi, which the Emperor either inspired or
indorsed Only strong State, combined with
fumily reasons, determined the Emperor to
persist iu his cordinl relations with the En-
glish Government.

ESSENTIAL TO PROSPERITY!

The North German Gasette, whose diree-
tor recently had severul interviews with
Chancellor von Caprivi obtained a semi-
official communication advoeating a contin-
uance of the English ceccupation of Egypt
as essential to the prosperity of that country.
The article obvionsly pointed that the Ger-
man Government was ready to support a
permanent occupntion of Egypt by the
British. The (fazette did not state the
werms, but suggested that if Germany ob-
tained & hold in the distriets in Central
Africa claimed by England, the British
Army would pe coufirmed in the occupstion
of Eszvpt.

The Emperor, as if desiring to mark the
strength of the entente with Eoglaod, is
celebrating the Queen’s birthday with un-
usual ceremony. Sir Edward Malet and
the whole British Embassy banquetted to-
night at the Royal Castle. The Emperor
toasted the Queen as the head of a great
family, the ruler of a friendly nation, and
commander of the first German dragoous,
In conclusion he said: “May God preserve
and protect and bless her jor many years to
come,”

TOASTING THE EMPREROR.

The British Ambassador responded and
offered a toast in honor of the Ewmperor, who
afterward proposed the heslth of Chancellor
Caprivi, calling him his trusted Minister
and valuable servant of the country. The
Euoglish ﬂaf is displayed on every Govern-
ment building.

Itis impmﬁnhle that this effusive display
of & desire to cultivate the friendship or
Eagland will induce Lord Salisbury to con-
cede the demands of Germany, even if
Egvpt should be thrown into the balauee.
General von OCaprivi will not abate his
cluims, aod the issue will be an indefinite
suspension of negotiations, which will leave
both parties to proceed with the game of
territorial grab wuntil the complications
arisipg there are more eritieal.

Newspapers, commentiog upon Lord Salis-
oury’s utterances on the situation, coneur
in the opinion that warlike complications
are impossible, all the territary acquired by
Germany in Alrica not being worth a
Ecropesn war. At the same time it is felt
that the German acquisitions will probably
be u source of trouble with England in the
near futare,

THE ABENMY BILL.

The Reichsiag mmittee on the army
and labor protection bills will reassemble &
week before the plenary sitting of the House.
The progress of the army bill justifies the
calenlation that it will be passwd by a vote

MEFECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIRPATCW.1

LeecEBURG, May 24.—The original
package business i3 just now making more
of a stir among the people here than any-
thing for a long time. The goods urrived
on time to-day, but the brewing company’s
ngent, Mr, Silverman, conld not litt them
until the order was received from the ship-
pers, This order seems to have been for-
gotten, and the result wns the town was
keot at a fever heat all day. Finally, about
5 o’clock this evening the order came, and
the railroad company delivered the carload
of beer to Mr. Silverman.

The goods wers hauled to a room adjoin-
ing the Schwalm House, owned by Joseph
Schwalm, and by 6:30 o’clock all was sold
but seven kegs. These were shipped to
Apollo, whither Mr. Silverman went on the
evening train, After the car was opened 1t
took but a few minutes to dispose of the
goods, Itseems most ull had been sold and
the money collested before the car arrived,
and “originsl packages' were soon traveling
in all directions on the shoulders of men
and boys, Orders have been taken fora
large lot for Monday's use. The resultof
the sales to-day are plainly apparent on the
streets to-night from the incrensed amount
of drunkenness,

THE AGENT’'S ARREST ORDERED.

The committee having the matter in
charge met and aftertwo hours' deliberations
authorized its Chairman to enter suit on
Monday morning sgainst Silverman for
violation of the Brooks law. Suit will also
be entered by the eivil authorities for main-
taining o nuisance in the borough. Mr,
Silverman seems to care but little forarrest,
and saya if this is done he will not give bail,
but wifl go to jail, and then if it should be
decided that his business is legal, he will

On the other
hand, the adyoestes of the busioess say that
the people have no right to try to set aside
the decision of the United States Bupreme
Court. The citizens of the two towns are
about evenly divided on the question,
but the majority of the influential people
are against the traffic,

CHICcAGO, Muy 24.—The *‘original pack-

age' qnestion is arousing great loterest
nmong the produce mep of thia eity sud the
conutry ot large, owing to the effect its set-
tlement will have upon dairy interests, It is
cluimed by the dairymen that oleomargarine
manufacturers ean take advantage of the
decision and ship their imitation butter into
New York and other Btates in defiunce ol
existing laws, which, with certain econdi-
tions, prohibit its sule, thus injuring greatly
the producers of the gennine product. The
dairymen, it is cluimed, do business.on so
slender & mwargin as w0 mike competition
with oleomargaring maou acturers impossi-
ble. 8ix months’ application of the origi-
nal package degision o the oleomurgarine
trade would, it is asserted, ruin two-thirds
of the dnirymen now doing business in the
state ol New York, and the sawe ioterest in
other States would snfler equallv,

TRAFFIC OF EVERI NATURE TAXED.

Both Measures Referred to 2 Commuitee Which Will
Eepart in the Fail.

At the meeting of the Revenue Commis-
sion in Philadelphia yesterday General Me-
Cumnot submitted a minority repaort, to-
gether with a bill providing for a system of
taxation. The poll tax question will not be
cousidered until the fall meeting,

*SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATON.)

PHILADELPHIA, May 24 —All the mem.-
bers of the State Revenue Commission were
present this morning wnen the commission
convened in the Hotel Lafayette. General
MeCamant, who was unable to agree with
the report preparéd by his colleagues on the
committee, and which was read at the first
day's session, presented a report that be had
prepared as representing the minority of
the committes,

The act drawn up by General MeCamant
is to provide revenune for couuty purposes
by the taxation of personal property. The
first section of General McCuammit's - act
provides that all personal property owned
or beld either by individuals, corporations
or companies in this State shull be taxed at
the rate of 2 mills on eiach dollar of the
value of the property. Under the act the
following property is taxable:

THE LITTLE LIST.

All mortgages, all moneys owlog by insolvent
debtors, wheth Ly pr ,Hm.lgm
or single bill, bond or judgment; all cles of
agreement and accounts bearing tnterest; all
pubHe loans whatsoever, except those issuod
by this Commonwealth or the United States; all
Inaws issued by or shares of stock In any ban
carporation, on, company or limi
parinership, created or formed under the laws
of this Commonwealth or of the United States,
or of any other Stute or Government, Including
car trust sscurities and loans secured by bonds
or any other form of certificates or evidence of
indebtedness, whetber the interest be included
in the principal of the obligation or payable by
the terms thereofl, except shares of stock
fn any bank or savings institorions in-
corporated under the laws of the Common-
waalth or the United States, that elects to col-
levt from: its shareholders anid actually pays
into the State Treasary, on or before the first
day of March each year, the six-mill tax pro-
vided for in the twenty-fifth section of the act
entitled, A further supplement to an act en-
titled,"An aot to provide revenue by taxation,’ "
approved the seventh day of June, 1880: all
moneys loaned or invested in other Siates,
Terriiories, the District of Columbia or foreign
eountries, and all otber moneyed eapital in tue
hands of individnal citizers of any county of
this Commonwealthi; provided, that this sec-
tion shall not aJer 10 notes of 15500 used as 4
cireulating medinm and commonly known as
bank notes, nor to promissery notes discounted
by any bank, banking or savings lustitution,

AFTER THE MEAT MEN.

The second section of the act provides
thaton and after the year 1802 there shall
be levied and eollected for county purposes
a tax of eight mills on each dollar of the
value of all eapital in excess of $§1.000 em-
ployed or used by either individuals, cor-
porations, companies or associations. The
same section also provides that a taxof
eight mills shall be levied upon all buteh-
ers, drovers and dealers in live stock, on all
sales in excess of 81,000 made by them.

The third section provides that on and
a'ter the year 1893 a tax of 10 mills shall be
levied on the gross earnings of all private
bankers and brokers and all unincorporated
banks and savings institutions, and a tax of
like smount oo all moneys realized from
business investments made by any persan or
persons, firw or corporation; provided, =aid
person or persons, firm or corporation ure
not lisble for wud do mot pay
the 8-mill tax provided for in the
second section of this act  Provided
also, that no tax shall hereafter be collected
on the net earnings or income of private
bankers and brokers and incorporated banks
and savings institutions that pay the tax on
gross receipts as aforesaid, but the right to
collect alt such tax that is aceruing or has
ncerued up to the time when the tax on the
gross esrnings is levied is hereby reserved,

THE BANKS, TOO.

The fourth ssction provides for the eol-

lection of taxes [rom nutional banks or

incorporated Siate bunks, The section
sAys:

“That every national bank and in ted
Brate bank, sAvings bunk or savines institution

which shull fail to elect to collect from ita
shareholders the Smill tax provided for by anset
entitled an not 1o provide revenue by taxation,
shall, ou or before the Ist day of April, make to
the County Commissioners or Hoard of Re-
vision of Taxes n report in writing setting forth
the full number of ahares of 1he capital stock
jesnod by snch bank amil their acinal wvaloe.
When this is done it suall be the duty of the
eommisgsioners or Board of Hevision to nssess
them at the same rate as other woneyod cupi-
In the hands of fndividual ocitizens,
that Is &t the rvate of 2 mills oo
each dollar of the actual walue therenfs
that if any bank shall fafl or refuase to
muke said report or pay sald tax at the saia
time herein spovifiad, or shall make any false
statement in said report, or shall fail or refuse
by its officers o appear before the County Uom-
missioners or Board of Revision of Taxes npon
notice as aforesaid, or shall fail or refuse to
priduce 1ta booke for examination when re-
uired to do w0, the County Commissioners or
vard of Revision of Tuxes, alter having ias.
